denom inates the congregation of 


Israel out there and is not used at 
all in the New Testam ent sense. 
"The word church may be used 
to denote the 
local, 
individual 
congregation as the First Baptist 
church of Bryan, or the 
College 
Avenue Baptist church of Bryan. 
Then the term may be used to de- 
rote church as an institution to 
distinguish it from any other in­ 
stitution such as home, state and 
the like. 
But it is impossible to 
apply the term except in the in­ 
dividual sense. 
Then there is the 
term used in the 
Bible

nominate all the saved of earth in 
glory. 
But since that is yet to 
come it is utterly beyond applica­ 
tion in this sense for we are still 
on earth.

Baptists are often criticized 
for 
not accepting members 
of other 
churches 
into 
fellowship 
upon 
their letters, but there is as much 
difference in churches that use 
the name of Chi!*' 
as in lodges 
Would I present a Masonic client 
to a Knights of Pythias lodge for 
membership? 
Most certainly not. 
“ We Baptists trace our lineage 
to Christ and care not to push it 
further. 
Some others carry theirs 
even so far back as 
Moses 
and 
Abraham, trying to link the old 
dispensation and the new, presum­ 
ably to establish a semblance of 
legality for infant baptism, 
for 
which there is no New Testament 
authority. 
We are wholly content 
that the origin of the new church 
is in Christ and in Him alone. 
‘•Then, as to the perpetuity of 
the church, He has declared ‘tho 
gates of hell shall not prevail ag­ 
ainst it’. The true church has been 
persecuted and 
believers hunted 
as wild animals and driven from 
place to place, both throughout all, 
have remained faithful witnesses. 
All denominations save 
Baptists 
have a definite day of beginning 
and a human founder. 
Pedo-Bap- 
tist commentators themselves ad­ 
mit that except Jesus is 
the 
ex­ 
planation 
of 
Baptist 
churches 
there is no satisfactory explana­ 
tion. 


“Baptists are not protestant in 
the popular sense of 
the 
word. 
They stand alone and unique 
in 
the history of the churches of the 
world. 
W’e believe a historic con­ 
tinuity can be established though 
it not necessarily 
always 
bears 
the name of Baptist. 
We are the 
only organization that can right­ 
fully make the 
claim today 
of 
having marks of apostolic identity. 
By this, meaning 
that 
Baptist 
churches stand 
for 
all that is 
found in the 
New Testam ent no 
more and no less. We believe that 
churches holding the same faith as 
Baptists whether called 
or 
not 
will go on 
until 
Christ 
comes 
again. 


“ There 
are 
three forms 
of 
church governm ent; the Episcopal 
or that with the ruling power vest 
ed in a college of bishops, even 
having the variation of 
one 
su­ 
preme bishop or pope. All of which 
is entirely without 
New 
Testa­ 
ment authority, and a form reject­ 
ed by Baptists. 
The Presbyterian 
a modification of 
the 
Episcopal 
where the elders are divided into 
two classes, preaching and ruling 
and having a measure of local self 
government, but 
wholly 
without 
scriptural foundation. 
The Con­ 
gregational, where each church is 
sovereign with the only governing 
authority Christ and the Bible. 


“ The 
State 
Convention 
and 
Southern Baptist Convention, or 
any association 
is 
composed of 
messengers from 
the 
individual 
churches who participate in a com ­ 
mon work, never 
surrender 
the 
slightest particle of their authodity 
The very smallest 
church never 
surrenders any of its power 
to a 
body. 
Two officers for a church 
are the only ones authorized in 
the New Testam ent, pastor and 
deacon. These are not to be rulers 
but servants. 
“ Then there are only two or­ 
dinances; baptism and the Lord’s 
Supper. 
Don’t call 
the 
Lord’s 
Supper— The Sacram ent, as I so 
often hear it spoken of. 
There is 
only one sacram ent and 
that 
is 
Christ on the Cross. 
They possess 
no saving efficacy neither are they 
means of grace but are memorials 
left with us with the Lord’s com ­ 
mand concerning them. 
“ The mission of the New Tes­ 
tam ent church is found in words 
of known as Great Commission: 
‘Go ye therefore and teach all na­ 
tions baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the lfcdy Ghost; teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you; and lo, I 
am with you always, even unto 
the end of the world'. (M atthew
